I hitlock.,aade a Speech to them as followeth?

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The Speech of the Lord Whitlock , 
made in the Council Chamber at 
Whiteball; in the preſence of the 
Council of State, and thc Lord 
Maior, Aldermen, and Common- 
Council of the City of London ; up- 
on T weſday the 9® of Auguſt 1659. 


Y Lord, and you his Brethren, and the reſt of the 
Common-Council of the Ciry of London ; it hath 

| pleaſed thz Parliament to Order this meeting by 
you , togive younotice of the Proceedings now 

on foot inthis Nation: And whereas in your Petition, and 
Declaracion co the Parliament ; you have ſzt forth your At- 
teftions rothem , and your Willingneſs to joyn wich chem 
inthe Aﬀairs of the Nation: And you were pleiſed ro pur 
them in mind of ſeveral Particulars, worthy o: their Conf- 
deration; in which,1nd in mavy others, the Pa-ltiment have 
made a gnod frogreſs , theugh thy found a grear alteration 
in the tate of Afﬀairs, ſince the time they were, ( as you 
mention in your Perition;) and che truth 1s, with Violence 
Interrupted ; for when chey mer again, they found a great 
alceration » by a vaſt expenc2 of rreafure, a great decay ; and 
loſs of Trade, and Wars begun wich Forrain Nations , and 
chiefly to ſupport the intereit of a fingle Perion: Yer however 
the Parliament were willing to look forward tor the carrying 
on of Atairs in theſe Nations, and put all in Oblivion thar 
was palt in the late ſeveral ch:nges of Government, and now 
defired to ſertle a Common-wealth , and thereupon palt an 
A@ of Indempnity ; bur they were informed ar their firſt 


meeting and coming togzther, of a defign of Charles _—_ 
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andhis Agents, to deſtroy this Nation of theic Freedome, 
anc. jectlement of this Common-wealth ; this was car:ied 
on «(\uring the lit Convention, and was managed by ſome 
Me:bz:s of that Convention , which hath appeared AGcetrs 
i8 it. Thcietote ir hath taken a great part of their time to diſco- 
ver ther wicked practices: Ar that timethere was Mey and 
Gtvzts o:hers.a5 parties Litployed to carry on that Deſign; and 
hcrein Lodo, thcy had their Councels, and (ecret meetings 
to catry on that buiinels, In it was alſs Mr, John Mordant , 
who mage a narrow eſcape for his Life, at his Tryal before 
the High Court of Juſtice , yet is faln again into this Deſign, 
that is fo laboured, and endevoured to be carried on; for it 
appears manifeſt, that Mr, cMordart is gcne over as their 
Agent here, to Charles Stuart ; and hath received direQion,and 
was ſopplied with monies; for the carrying 6n of this de!pe- 
rate buſineſs now on foot in England: There are many others, 
as Mr, Newport, lately taken priſoner in Skhrewsbery there was 
alſo Letters intercepted, direAed ro the Lidy Howard, and 
another ro the Lord Herbert, and divers others, among{t 
which, were ſome from ( harles Stuart, as hath appeared by 
the Examination and Confeiſ:om of ſeveral perſons no.v taken 
priſoners: ſo that this Deſign is evidently made forth, that 
they endevour to ſet up Charle, Siuzrt , to reign in Tyranny 
amonelt us, and to d.troy this Srate and Common-wealch ; 
for there harh been ſeveral Meerings and Randezvouz appoin- 
ted by them 1D ſeveral places of this Nation; but by the care 
and diligence of the Parhament, and Conncil of Stare , with 
the help of their forces at home and abroad, raeetivg with 
them in divers places, they have diſ-ppointed rhem, and taken 
divers priſoners, being truticated in chelc parts, there hath 
another paity appeared in a Body 19an open Hotile manner 
in Cheſhire, Laxcalbire , and thoſe parts, (as I prevn'e you 
have all heard,) there are with them, ( and jovned in this 
Deſign,) divers eminent Commanders 2nd Officers, as R:zdal 
Egerton, and Robert Werden, and others that were 1n the late 
Kings Army y and with them there hath joyned Sir George 
Booth, and Sir Thomas I1iddleton , and are all in atual Arms, 
having taken Cheſter , ano Carrick, Caſtle, and have proclaimed 


Charles Stuart to be King in Warringron, and thoſe parts ; and 
| what 
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what their Defignis, is evident by cheir ations; this 1s their 
buſineſs and rheic Deſign, to ruin and imbcoil this Common= 
wealth in blood; bur ' the Parliament having pleaſed by 
cheic Authority , and their Council; have taken Care, that a 
conliderable Force hath been {ent forth under the conduct of 
the Lo:d Lambert, and they are far on their maich to thoſe 
patts to ſuppreſs :Roſe Rebels, yer thoſe in Chee have been 
wo: king to lee what may be done in procuring Aiſlitiance in 
this City of Londen for their help in carrying on this deſpe- 
rate Deiign ; ir2ppears tuily by many examinations taken by 
.the Council, and as it appears by fome taken by your 
'Lor@{hips and ſome of you worthy Gentlemen ; ſo that you 
See their Deſignis to make a ditturbance in this famous City , 
'that your Houſes and your Goods may be brought into the 
hands of the Spoilers; There D-iign was to have fired the 
City in civers pat:rs of it, and to pinnder the City, and to 
brirg an ureter Deitrection upanthis f:nous City ; which I 
doubr not, but the Lord will preferve, and have a care of : 
And therefore we hope that you will all vive a gear care in 
this buſineſs , and ve very carciul to joyn with thoſe that have 
ther;uttof the 4 fratts of this N:tivn, In the preſervation of 
this Common-wealtb, It 1s the dury of all weil tected 
and faithiul Cicizens of this © onmnon-wWealth ; therefore It 
n.uit be your eadevours heiein , that ſo you may be Examples 
to others, The Pailiament therefore nnding this City thus 
deeply concerned inthe Atiiics oft hi Common-wealthhave 
rhought good, things might be 1::03-c4 to you the Lord 
Maior , and Aldermen, and the ret, the Commcan- Cevuncil 
of your City , by reaſon there are ſuch deſivens among you , 
that 12 is plain and evident, by ſo::'= partics ingaged among 
you in this Deſign ; theretore ic is your duty, ang we doubr 
not of your care, but that you will joys in this buſineſs , 
though there are divers of your Apprentiſ.s gone forth ro aſ- 
6{t thoſe perſons , thar intend rutne vpon this City, Gentle- 
men, you that are Commithoners of the Alina of this Ciry, 
you have taken a great ccal fer care for the to:ming ofa Mi 
litia for your-own preſeryarion, you have raiſed fome Horſe 
and ſome Foor ; The Parliament hope you will go on, for 
your own fakes, for your own proteRtiony as well as the 
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Publick,. It is the duty of the Parliam<nt to take care of 
all chetr Forces, in a ſpecial and peculiar manner, for che 
preſervation of this City , and of- your Safeties, and of the 
jafery of your Wives and Children, And therefore they 
thoughc 200d 19 let you Know the ſtate of things and defigns 
abroad ; They hzye te:ithed rheir intention of advancing of 
the Trade of this Nacion, and their pucting an end ro all theic 
Troubles ; Iris cheir Dary, Ic is their Truſt, bur you cannot 
but be ſenible ef their Incercuption. Gentlemen, we ae 
all envolved in on: and tie fame ciuſe, it is a Righteous cauſe, 
a Juit cauſe, it is a ſzttle1 ent of peace, aſetling of you and 
your potterity, tnat you May not be under the Yoak of Ty- 
rany, apd made Vaſſal-, Duc that you may be a free people, 
and your Freedom: adyanced, your Peace preſerved, and your 
Rights and Liberties continued; ſo that it we be united ro- 
gether in che cauſe it ſelf, we ſhall not need to fear the Ene- 
my it ſelt, but hope, thar that God that hath appeared hicher- 
ro, will ill appeac for us,inacauſe ſojmt,and which we ought 
to maintain: And therefore Gentlemen, being the minor of 
che Parliamentthey have been pleaſed to p-:{s a Proclamation, 
which I ſhall read to you,

And becauſe it is not pzovable that the ſaid per- 
lons thould, upon what ſpicions pzetences loever , 
undertake ſo wicked a Deſign without expecting 
Alliltance from others, The Parliament, to the end 
/ that no moze of the people of thts Commun-wealth 
be ſcduced into an? Compliance with tyzm , do alſo 
Declare, That whoſoever ſhall frcem hyencefozth any 
ways Iſliſt , Abet or Conceal the carrying on of 
their ſaid Deſign, be Deemed-and adju?:,c5 Rez 
belz and Traytozs, and {ſhall be pzoceed:d againft 
accordingly. LF

the particulars of their preſent Aﬀairs; The Parlianent: de-! 
fires yout Care, and expe&s your utmoii_Afﬀittance ,. -nd beſt 
Aﬀections for the carrying on of this work, being a Righ;eong/ 
and Good cauſe, and to do what lyes in youz That your peace. 
and comfort raay he brought home to you , and you.ſhall figd- 
them and thei: hetAfſiftance to go alons with you: jn che car- 
ryins on of this work,/adyancing the Trade of your flouriſhing, , 
City » and preſerving your juſt Rights, Liberties, Laws and'
